REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  MANAGEMENT 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1937. 


The  Committee  present  to  the  Subscribers  their  Annual 
Report  and  Statement  of  Accounts. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  patients  treated  in  the 
Hospital  was  108  the  average  length  of  stay  being  21.5  days. 
The  Hospital  has  been  open  all  the  year. 

There  were  two  deaths  in  the  Hospital  during  the  year. 

The  cases  treated  were  90  Surgical,  18  Medical,  and 
42  Infra  Red  Treatment. 

Thirty-six  out-patients  attended  for  treatment  making 
347  visits. 

Patients  admitted  numbered  from  Odiham  30,  Hook  21, 
North  Warnborougli  18,  Upton  Grey  8,  Grey  well  7,  Long 
Sutton  4,  South  Warnborough  6,  Newnham  2,  Rotherwick  3, 
and  9  from  Parishes  in  the  District  and  outside. 

The  private  ward  has  been  occupied  for  179  days  during 
the  year,  the  receipts  from  private  patients  amounting  to  £111. 


The  Odiham  Branch  of  the  Royal  Berkshire  &  Associated 
Hospitals  Aid  Contributory  Scheme  during  the  year  sent 
£469-3-7  to  Reading  slightly  less  than  the  previous  year.  The 
number  of  Contributors  being  970.  £519-6-6  has  been  received 

from  the  Scheme  for  the  maintainanee  of  the  Contributors  in 
the  Hospital. 

The  Committee  desire  to  thank  the  Voluntary  Collectors 
who  spend  much  of  their  time  in  calling  at  the  various  houses 
each  week  for  the  contributions. 

During  the  year  the  Tegaev  of  £50  received  under  the  Will 
of  the  late  Miss  Emily  King  was  invested  in  New  Zealand 
3k %  Stock. 

The  Committee  desire  also  to  thank  Captain  C.  B.  Petre 
for  his  gift  to  the  Hospital  of  a  Gas  and  Oxygen  Apparatus, 
which  has  already  proved  of  service  to  the  Hospital. 

The  Committee  desire  also  to  thank  the  Organisers  of  the 
various  Entertainments  in  aid  of  the  Hospital  and  to  all  who 
have  helped  in  various  ways  to  help  the  work  of  the  Hospital. 

Lastly  the  Committee  wish  to  express  their  grateful 
appreciation  of  the  services  of  the  Honorary  Surgeons,  especially 
Air.  Harvey,  the  Medical  Officers,  the  Matron  and  Staff  Nurse, 
who  have  all  done  so  much  to  make  the  Hospital  such  a  benefit  to 
the  people  of  Odiham  and  District.
